BE INTRODUCED

Important legislation for the regulation of 
the solicitors’ profession in Eire, sponsored 
by the Incorporated Law Society of Ireland, 
on the eve of its centenary, was the principal 


subject discussed at the half-yearly meet 
of that body in the Solicitors’ all, Four 
» yesterda 


y 
Mr, H. P. Mayne, President, spoke of. it 
when proposing the adoption of the report 
of the Council, saying that the draft of the 
new bill had been sent to each Solicitors’ Bar 
Association throughout the coyntry, and that 
it was intended in due course to call a special 
meeting of the society at which the bill 
privately would be, considered. He revealed 


sj that it is a/long and many-sided bill. 


In its original and final forms the draft 
is the work of Mr. W. G. Wakely, the secre- 
tary of the society; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and 
Mr. Davy, barrister, and in. paying a tribute 
to Mr. Wakely for the immense amount -of 
work he put into it, the President commented 


jon the fact that their secretary also had been 


responsible, forty years ago, for the bill which 
became the Solicitors (Ireland) Act of 1898, 
verning the profession. Much of the new 

ill, he said, was Mr. Wakely’s own original 
work, and the remainder was compiled from 
precedents which his vast experience, ripe 
judgment and almost uncanny memory 
enabled him to use. 

The President also expressed the hope that 
the hundredth anniversaty of the society’s 
foundation would be marked next year in 
some suitable manner. 

In a discussion on the bill Mr. P. F. 
O’Reilly suggested that it would need very 
careful consideration by every solicitor in the 
country, and it was bound to meet with 
strong opposition in the Dail. 

Mr. $. O hUadhaigh observed that. it was 
a bill to protect the public. 

It was noted that during the past year the 
membership of the society increased by 
forty-one. 

Sympathy was extended to the relatives of 
the late Mr. J. Fottrell, a former Vice- 
President, and the late Mr. R. G. Warren, a 
former President.

POST-WAR CONDITIONS 


Mr. Erskine H. Childers, T.D., speaking 
at Creagh, County Roscommon, under the 
auspices of the Fianna Fail Cumann—Mr. T. 
Beegan presiding—said that vast acreages of 
land were derelict in the modern sense, and 
were not in a condition to enable the farmers 
to face either good or bad conditions after 
the war. The land improvement scheme was 
one of twenty steps required to prepare the 
people for post-war conditions. 

r. Childers said that because of political 
bitterness, because of the small majority in 
favour of Fianna Fail in the Dail, the two 

arties had forced all their economic views 
into the party mould, and reckless exaggera- 
tion had been the result. While Fianna Fail 
and Fine Gael disputed over land division 
and tariffs, New Zealand and Denmark and 
Scotland, their eternal rivals, quietly increased 
their productive capacity. 

The people had not been taught the hard 
truth that to found a sound economic order

IVE men who took part in an armed raid 
F on an Armagh bank were each sentenced 
to twelve years’ penal servitude and 
ten strokes of the “cat” at the Winter 
Assizes at Armagh to-day.

NIGHTLIGHTS 


An Order made by the Government yester- 
day revokes as from to-day a previous Order 
prohibiting, except under licence, the im- 
portation of candles, tapers and nightlights. 

Another Order under the Emergency Im- 
position of Duties Act, 1932, substitutes for 
the existing duty on candles, tapers and 
nightlights a duty of 374 per cent. ad valorem, 
with a preferential rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem in favour of goods the produce or 
manufacture of the United Kingdom or 
Canada. An open licensing provision 18 
attached to the duty. 

These Orders have been made following a 
recommendation of the Prices Commission, 
who were requested by the Minister for In- 
dustry and: Commerce, in accordance with 
Article 8 of the agreement, dated 25th April, 
1938, between the Government of Ireland 
and the Government of the United Kingdom 
to review the existing Customs duty and the 
restriction of imports of goods of the de- 
scription mentioned.

The Greek Campaign 


It is too soon yet to try to assess with 
any degree of accuracy the full effects on 
the general war situation of the reverses 
that have been sustained by the Italians 
in Greece; but there can be no doubt 
that they will be considerable. Apparently 
the Italian High Command was taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the stubborn resist- 
ance that was put up by the Greeks in 
the Pindus and Epirus areas. The Italian 
generals expected to be able to force their 
way through Macedonia into the plains of 
Thessaly with comparative ease, where- 
after the road to Salonika would have been 
virtually clear. Not for the first time in 
military history, they reckoned without 
their hosts. The Greeks proved themselves 
to be sot only tough fighters, but also 
masters of guerrilla warfare in moun- 
tainous country. Even the Italian Alpini, 
who are among the finest troops in the 
world, were unable to dislodge General 
Papagos’s motley assortment of regulars, 
civilian volunteers, and-even Macedonian 
women from their hilly fastnesses; and, 
when all due allowance has been made for 
Levantine exaggeration, it cannot he 
denied that the Italian Army suffered a 
severe defeat. Signor Mussolini promptly 
appointed a new generalissimo in the 
person of General Soddu, and sent two 
notable generals to support him ; but once 
the Greeks had gone over to the offensive 
the Italian retreat could not be checked 
until finally Koritza, one of the most im- 
portant strategic points in Albania, had 
been captured. All along the 120-mile 
front, from the Yugoslav border to the sea, 
the Greek forces have 'Deen advancing. 
Their progress, it is true, bas been slow; 
but it must be remembered that they still 
are fighting against heavy odds, that the 
terrain, while suitable. for defence, is 
bound to hamper an offensive, and that the 
weather has broken, with the result that 
the Pindus mountains are covered in 
know. | According to the latest reports 
from various sources, Greek reconnaissance 
troops have penetrated to a point about 
fifteen kilometres west of Muskopolje, on 
the main road between Koritza and Berat.

Towards the South the Greeks are making 
a determined attack on Argyrokastro, 
which is Italy’s main centre for supplies 
in Albania..: There have been premature 
reports of the town’s surrender; but 1t 
seems that the advancing Greeks are meet- 
ing with fierce resistance on’this part of 
the front. Near the coast, in the Filatcs 
region, Greek troops are reported to be 
pushing on towards Santi Quaranta. 
Yesterday an Italian bulletin announced 
that there had been a landing by the 
Greeks oh the coast of the Epirus, opposite 
Corfu, in an attempt to outflank General 
Soddu’s forces. The Italians claim that 
the landing parties were “either captured 
or destroyed’’; but it looks as if there 
has been joint action between the Greek 
Army and the British Navy—a circum- 
stance which opens up interesting possi- 
bilities, There can be no doubt at all 
that the Greeks’ successes on land have 
been due entirely to their own efforts. 
No British troops have been engaged any- 
where. On the other hand, the British 
Air Force has been playing a not unim- 
portant part in the campaign. Pilots and 
machines have been brought across from 
Egypt, and have been harassing not only 
the Italian troops in Albania, but also 
their bases of supply on the Italian main- 
land. Air bases cannot be created in a 
few days, or even a few weeks; but the 
Greek advance into Albania has enabled 
the British airmen to operate within 
comparatively easy striking distance of 
important Italian ports. The combination 
of British sea and air-power has been of 
much assistance to the - Greek High 
Command. With the progress of time 
the importance of British co-operation 
will be likely to increase, rather than to 
diminish ; in fact, it may change the whole 
strategic position in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean. The most interesting specula- 
tion at the moment is whether or not 
Germany will decide to take an active part 
in the war against Greece. According to 
a semi-official statement yesterday in Rome, 
the Germans will do nothing for the 
present. They are confining their activities 
to the diplématic field in the hope that 
Turkey may remain neutral; and, for the 
same reason, Bulgaria is playing a waiting 
game. A move from Sofia almost certainly 
would tilt the scales in Ankara. The 
Russians, as well as the Germans, are 
anxious to, prevent Turkey’s active support 
of her Greek neighbour; and, although in 
these strange times almost anything may 
happen anywhere, the odds at present seem 
to be against an extension of the war in 
the Balkans. 


Grow More Flax 


A whirlwind campaign of flax-growing 
has been advocated by Mr. R. H. 
Richardson, D.L., a well-knéwn member 
of the linen trade in Belfast. The loss of 
the flax markets of Russia, Belgium and 
Holland has left the spinners of Northern 
Ireland dependent on the British Isles for 
their raw material, and the output of the 
British Isles is not sufficient, even with the 
demand for linen falling seriously, for 
Ulster’s requirements. Before the last war 
the areas under flax cultivation in Russia 
exceeded the combined flax areas of all the 
rest of Europe, but in more recent years 
the fineness and strength of the Belgian 
flax had created an excellent demand for 
it, and less was heard about the Russian 
product. The growing of flax in Ireland 
was extended considerably in 1914-1918, 
but it does not seem to be a popular crop 
with farmers, and the acreage under flax 
cultivation fell even more quickly than 
the demand for linen once the war was 
over. For the four years preceding 1914, 
said Mr. Richardson in a speech in Belfast 
last week, the total average linen exports 
from Ulster amounted to 215 million square 
yards; in the four years preceding the 
present war the exports had fallen to 68 
million square yards, a reduction of two- 
thirds. One of the reasons for the reduced 
demand for linen has been the growth in 
the popularity of cotton, which has been 
advertised very thoroughly, so that a 
generation in the retail trade has grown 
up without a knowledge of the superiority 
of linen. There was a time when no bride 
would have thought of setting up house 
without adequate stocks of splendid linen 
table cloths, sheets, pillow-cases and 
towels; when no man of taste would have 
used anything but linen handkerchiefs; 
when linen was the recognised material in 
even modest homes for the majority of 
domestic and personal articles of cloth. 
The increased demand for cheaper sub- 
stitutes has been of serious concern to the 
Ulster linen industry, which now is faced 
with new problems in the lack of flax and 
the operation of the purchase tax. 
of Ulster’s linen nowadays goes to the 
United States, and the purchase tax, 
according to Mr. Richardson, has caused 
a cancellation of orders. The British 
Government wants dollars, and the linen 
exports to America were second highest in 
value of all the United Kingdom’s exports 
to the U.S.A., so that any interference 
with the trade, by purchase tax or other- 
wise, is regarded by those who speak for 
the industry as an economic mistake. Mr. 
Richardson suggests that the farmers 
should be encouraged to grow 150,000 acres 
of flax next year. In some of the northern 
of the twenty-six counties there has been 
a certain amount of flax-growing on a 
smal] scale. If there was a certainty of 
a demand for the crop by the Belfast linen 
merchants, the farmers on this side of the 
border might be willing to co-operate in 
the campaign to grow more flax.

In 
England, less than a hundred miles 
away, very many families—including: Irish 
families—daily see their houses crash in 
rnin: the blast of a single bomb marks. 
the-end of homes that have been created 
by the labour and love of years. In this 
Athlone Fund there was lacking, too, the 
appeal to patriotism—the quality which 
has inspired the contribution of millions 
of pounds across the Channel and in 
Northern Ireland for the purchase of 
fighting aircraft. It was a simple, direct 
challenge to private and commercial 
benevolence: a plain invitation to the 
first of the virtues, liberality. This is not 
a time when one might expect such an 
appeal to be conspicuously successful. The 
war has not hit Ireland so severely as the 
belligerent nations; yet it certainly has 
not enriched anybody. The cost of living 
is higher than it was, and threatens to 
become higher still: distress, in all 
conscience, is widespread enough, and 
objects for charity become more abundant 
daily. In the circumstances, we have 
every reason to be proud of our readers’ 
noble response. Subscriptions have come 
from every county in Ireland except one; 
they have come from business firms, from 
private individuals of every class and 
creed, from rich and poor alike; they 
range from a hundred guineas to a few 
pence. To all these subscribers we tender

THE TEACHING OF 
IRISH 


—£— 
ARCHBISHOP'S ADVICE TO 


PARENTS 


The Archbishop of Dublin, speaking last 
night at the annual prize distribution at The 
Hall, Monkstown, impressed upon parents the 
necessity for the teaching of Irish to their 
sons and daughters. In a school, where Irish 
was a voluntary subject, it might be seriously 
considered, and not only should Irish be 
taken, but it should be worked at in earnest; 
for this country needed the best that the 
schools had to offer, and the Archbishop ex- 
pressed the hope that many girls and boys 
would remain in Ireland after leaving school. 
The ideal school was one which sent out many 
to serve God and -their fellow-men all over 
the world, but which also prepared many to 
take part in the life of their own country. 
It was necessary to have a knowledge of 
Irish to be able to occupy numerous posts in 
Ireland, and to be of service to this country. 
The, wise people were those who faced facts, 
while not entirely putting aside their personal 
opinions. He drew attention to the fact, 
mentioned in the headmistress’s report, that, 
in February, 1942, all teachers who take posts 
in Eire must have a certificate of a certain 
standard in Irish if they are to accept Govern- 
ment increments. 

The Archbishop then discussed the purposes 
of school education, which, he said, was not 
so much to prepare children for jobs, as to 
stimulate a desire for knowledge. ‘Ihe great 
ideal should aim not only at imparting 
knowledge and a number of facts, but to 
impart a desire for knowledge, an interest 
in life, and a love of reading. 

The Rev. H. G. Forde presided. 

The headmistress’s report recorded many 
examination successes, and also achievement 
in games. Many former pupils of the school 
were distinguishing themselves in Trinity 
College, Dublin, and in a variety of careers, 
one girl having been accepted as a candidate 
for missionary training.

PILoTs of the Royal Air Force who 
were stationed in Northern France 
last year have no doubt that the ground 
conditions were responsible for the quiet- 
ness in the air last night; for London had 
no raid warning for the second time since 
September 7th, though machines flew over 
the West of England in the early hours of 
the night. At this time of the year the 
uerodromes now used as bases for German 
operations over this country are subject to 
dense ground mists, which render taking 
off we landing extremely difficult. The 
machines which came over early were 
probably on photographic work, since all 
the bombs they dropped were incendiaries, 
to cause fires and enable pictures to be 
taken; but apparently the serious raid 
which was to have followed the recon- 
naissance trip was prevented from being 
carried out owing to. the density of the 
ground mist, which came on later. 
Weather conditions did not stop the raids 
of the Royal Air Force on German naval 
ports. since the bases from which they 
start are outside the Channel fog belt. 


Lord Lothian’s Remarks 


The remarks of Lord Lothian, the British 
Ambassador at Washington, on his return 
to the United States, which caused some 
stir in this country, seem to have created 
quite a commotion in the United States ; 
but the explanation given now coincides 
with that mentioned here on Sunday. His 
reference to the financial position was 
intended to relate solely to the situation 
created by the legislation making it 
necessary for Britain to pay cash for all 
purchases. Responsible opinion in the 
United States takes the view that it would 
be too much to expect the cash with order 
plan to be continued indefinitely, and that 
in due course some modification will have 
to be made. Fortunately, British credit 
stands high, and, far from having fallen, 
recently it has shown a definite apprecia- 
tion, so that when the time comes when 
the cash in advance system has to be 
reconsidered, there is little doubt that a 
satisfactory arrangement will be concluded ; 
but whether any transfer of British posses- 
sions, such as Bermuda, which is suggested 
in the United States, will be seriously 
discussed, is quite another matter. The 
provision of further naval] assistance to 
this country by the United States is likely 
to form the basis of immediate discussions, 
but the subject so far is in an early 
stage. 


The Rise in Prices 


The time is approaching when the 
Government will have to consider the 
question of taking more definite measures 
to stop the rise in prices which is going 
on in many directions. If prices rise, 
there are demands for higher wages, and 
the rising spiral of wages and prices goes 
on, with one never overtaking the other. 
Subsidies are already costing some millions 
a year, but further Government grants 
may have to be made to keep prices steady 
at their present level. Railwaymen are 
talking of higher wages, and more than 
400,000 civil servants are asking for a 


sliding scale of higher pay to make up 
the increased cost of living. Those who 
remember the effect of the war bonus 
system in the 1914-18 war will realise the 
undesirability of allowing inflation to mak, 
headway ; for, despite higher wages, many 
workers were actually worse off when tha 
real value of their pay was computed, 


Communal Feeding 


In several parts of London communa] 
kitchens have been established, and jt ia 
intended to set up more, as they arg 
proving increasingly popular. With this 
object more facilities for obtaininy jy. 
struction in cookery are to be provided. 
One of the first of the canteen trainine 
centres, which has been opened for mors 
than a year, has catered for som> two 
hundred people daily, and it provides a 
meal consisting of meat, two vegetables, 
and a sweet for sixpence to cightpenice. 
Students at the centre comprise women of 
all ages and walks of life, and, while 
some are undergoing training to take up 
voluntary work, others are gaining experi. 
ence to enable them to take paid posts, 
Communal feeding is in its early stage in 
this country, and there are many people 
who believe that it will show a great 
development in the future, and tha: it 
will be continued long after the war is 
over. 


Entertainment in Shelters 


The question of providing entertainment 
in public shelters is being discussed,@n{ 
there is a disposition to agree that 
shelterers need something to enable thein 
to pass the long hours they are compelled 
to spend undergrourfd or in surface 
shelters. At some places people are 
bringing their own gramophones, but the 
supply of records is not always sufficient 
to enable much variety to be introduced, 
so that complaints are made that the 
same tunes are being played, the repet: 
tion of the same records not being 
appreciated. Wireless sets are being 
installed by people using some shelters, 
and, where apparatus is not available, 
subscriptions are being raised to purchase 
sets. Some of the older people would 
prefer quietness to the constant playing 
of gramophones or wireless music, and it 
is suggested that certain parts of tha 
shelters should be set apart for those who 
desire rest rather than entertainment. 


Dyed Potatoes 


Pink potatoes have been introduced in 
this country, but it is not an experiment 
in the way of adding to their food value, 
and the sole purpose is to show that they 
are not intended for human consumption, 
but for use as cattle food. The Potato 
Marketing Board found that there was a 
surplus of potatoes, which were either 
unusually large or very small, or had 
failed to come quite up to the quality 
necessary for domestic use, and, after 
consultations with the Ministry of 
Agriculture and the Ministry of Food, tha 
surplus was acquired for cattle food. Tn 
order that they should not be mistaken for 
ordinary culinary potatoes, they have been 
sprayed with a pink dye, which is non- 
injurious, but serves to distinguish them 


as cattle food. 


Lord Craigavon 


Caricaturists on this side of the border 
always dealt unkindly with the late Lord 
Craigavon, assisting to create the impres- 
sion, fostered by politicians who never had 
met him, that the Northern Ireland 
Premier was something of an ogre. Lord 
Craigavon photgraphed badly. He was 
nothing like as ugly as his pictures sug- 
gested. 

He had, it is true, a rugged type of 
countenance, but it was not unpleasant. 
He was, indeed, writes a colleague who 
had many professional contacts with Lord 
Craigavon, a kindly County Down type. 
He had an Ulster accent that he never 
attempted to polish, and I often thought 
when talking with him that he was more 
like a prosperous County Down farmer 
rather than a politician. 

It was a pity that Craigavon the man 
was not better known in the twenty-six 
counties. As “Jimmy” Craig, Captain 
Craig, Colonel Craig, Sir James Craig and 
as Viscount Craigavon he was always the 
same sort of person. His ranks and titles 
a not make a button of difference to 

im. 


An Earldom Refused 


He was without selfish personal 
ambitions. A well-kept secret that may 
be revealed, now that he is dead, concerns 
his refusal of an earldom at a time when 
he was a humble knight. The price was 
to be a ‘‘deal’’ over the border. He 
refused the offer indignantly. 

Probably not more than a dozen people 
in Ulster knew about the matter. A 
politician of a different type might have 
made capital out of. it, but James Craig 
had a sense of honour that prevented him 
from mentioning the matter except to those 
who had a right to know of it at the 
time. 

I think he was happ‘er in his relations 
with the present King than with the Duke 
of Windsor (proceeds my colleague). I 
was close enough when he was talking with 
the King, and twelve years earlier when 
His Majesty was Duke of York, to be 
able to form the impression that there was 
a spirit of real friendliness in their con- 
versations. 


At Westminster 


When the Irish Party was going strong 
James Craig was a notable figure in the 
House of Commons. In the course of an 
all-night sitting in March, 1911, the 
Nationalists refrained from speech-making, 
but contributed to the uproar—“ the blast 
of three-score voices brought into fine con- 
dition at the recent general election,” as 
Sir H. W. Lucy put it. 


After one of these noisy scenes Craig 
interposed. “ If it is of any assistance to 
you, sir,” he said, address.ng the Deputy 
Chairman of Committees, “ we will, if you 
only give the word, put the whole of the 
Nationalist Party out of the House.” 

Nothing could exceed the courtesy of the 
gallant captain’s way of putting the thing 
or the blandness of his manner. Had he 
been volunteering to get an orange for the 
tired Deputy Chairman, he would have 
spoken just so.

services of “the wee fellow from the ff: 
Times.’’ Lord Craigavon, however, refuse: 
on the ground that he was not prepared at 
that time to have an official biography 
written. 

1 do not know if he subsequent!)

The 
material for such a work is not to. le 
found in newspaper files. Much of it is 
in the secret files at Stormont, and much 
more in the little human incidents that 
are not strictly “ news.”

Another “attempt by the Italians to halt 
the Greeks in the Pogradets region, in the 
porth-east, was reported from Svetinaum, on 
the Yugoslav border. The Italians, who had 
heen worn out in the rearguard action from 
j\oritza, were relieved by 350 lorry-loads of 
fresh troops, but Athens reports claimed that 
the Greek forces had pushed beyond 
}ogradets, in the northern sector, while the 
k.A.F. has alréady announced the dispersal 
of Italian columns making for Pogradets. 


R.A.F. CO-OPERATION 


Despite Italian efforts to reinforce their 
hard-pressed troops in Albania, the Greeks 
vesterday (says the Press Association) con- 
tinued to push on, while the R.A.F. co- 
operated in its role of disorganising Italian 
communications and striking at their bases. 

Authoritative military circles in London, 
quoted by the Press Association, stated yes- 
terday that in the northern sector Greek 
reconnaissances have penetrated fifteen kilo- 
metres west of Moskopole. They found no 


Jtalian troops in the town, but captured the 
colours of three Italian battalions. There 
was nothing ‘particular to report in the 


Pindus sector, but in the Epirus sector the 
advance to Argyrocastro- had met some 
opposition from ltalian reinforcements. There 
was no official confirmation whether this 
town was in Greek hands or not. 

The Italian were, apparently, trying to 
restore the situation with their own resources, 


and were sending over from Italv as many. 


reinforcements as they could. They have 
probably put about two divisions into Albania 
since the operations started. 


COMMANDER CAPTURED. 


The P.A. reports that the Greeks cap- 
fured the commanding officer and his staff, 
two company commanders, and the whole of 
the equipment ot a battalion. 

It appears that prisoners now coming into 
Athens are of a very much inferior type 
from the first Italian prisoners, who belonged 
to the Alpini Division.

_ Yesterday’s R.A.F. communiqué issued in 
Cairo states :— 

“ Aircraft of the K.A.F. continued to 
assist the Greek advance in Albania by 
harassing the retreating Italians. In the 
Elbasan district three enemy columns of 
motor transport, pack mules, and infantry 
were attacked with machine-gun fire. ‘I'hree 
large motor transport vehicles were set on 
fire, and many others, which were damaged, 


overturned by the side of the road. Many 
mules were killed, while the remainder 
stampeded. It is believed that casualties 


among the infantry were heavy. Whole 
columns were thrown into a state of panic 
and confusion. At ‘lepelene other convoys 
were attacked. bombs falling on motor 
transport and pack mules. Stores at 
Argyrokastro were bombed and damaged. 
Various reconnaissances were carried out over 
Sicily, Taranto, and Bari.’’ 

The communiqué says that in Italian East 
Africa attacks were made on a transport yard 
near Assab. Photographs taken confirm the 
extent of the damage done. Two Italian 
air raids were carried out on Malta, one on 
Sunday and one on Monday. In the tirst raid 
one Italian fighter was damaged by anti- 
aircraft fire, and in the second raid the 
Italian aircraft made off before they could be 
intercepted. From all operations all British 
aircraft returned safely. 

It is now learned, says the communiqué, 
that the aircraft reported missing from the 
raid on Durazzo, mentioned in Monday’s 
communiqué, is safe.

BRINGING HEART TO THE 
, BALKANS 


i he successes of the Greek Army have not 
only a direct effect upon the course of the 
whole Allied campaign against the Axis 
Fowers, but, according to diplomatic circles 
in London, are having far-reaching effects 
upon the European political situation, writes 
the Press Association Diplomatic UCorre- 
spondent. Greece has succeeded, even beyond 
the expectations of her friends, in resisting 
the aggressor. ‘I'hese factors cannot fail to 
have influenced both Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia. ‘here seems little,doubt that pressure 
was put on the former to join the Axis 
Powers, but Berlin has now announced that 
“ Bilgaria is not now expected to join the 
Axis Pact.’’

Inceisant attacks by a German - bomber 
were beaten off while other members of the 
crew fought a fierce fire eating its way 
towards many tons of explosives, on top of 
which stood a boy playing water on the 
deadly cargo to keep it cool. 

“One morning off the Irish coast, as day- 
light was breaking, an aeroplane was seen 
flying high up in tlie sky,” he said. ‘The 
aeroplane came on overhead and dropped two 
beta and, unluckily, they both scored hits. 
One bomb exploded on the funnel, which 
crashed down on the deck and did serious 
damage. The other bomb burst on a hatch 
and started a fire in the cargo of wool. 


WOUNDED GUNNER STUCK 
TO POST 


“The gunners, infuriated by the success 
of the attack, worked their guns with every 
ounce they had. One gunner—a lad of 18, 
called Croxford—was badly wounded by the 
German bullets and was burned by one of 
the bombs, but in spite of his wounds and 
loss of blood and:in spite of orders from the 
bridge to go down to his bunk, he refused 
to leave his gun, and stuck to his post. 
Twice the German came round to attack, but 
the fire was too good for him and he Fad 
to turn away. 

‘Knowing he had hit the ship the (Jerman 
thought he had got her beaten and signalled 
her to stop, The only answer came ficm her 
guns. The captain was not giving in nor 
was his crew. And so three times more the 
German tried to attack and three times more 
that hard driven gun held him off. Then he 
gave up. But in the meantime the fire 
started by the second bomb was raging 
fiercely down below. The wooden locker, full 
of explosives, stood just above, and the 
flames kept leaping all about it. Hoses were 
kept playing on the steel containers to keep 
them cool; but after all their splendid efforts 
one exploded—but only one. 


ON THE EXPLOSIVES 
LOCKER 


“An assistant steward called Trundley had 
climbed to the top of that locker of explosives 
and from there he played his hose wherever 
the fire-threatened most, knowing full well 
that at any moment he might be blown to 
bits, but there he sat and worked and joked. 

“At last they managed to get the fire out 
and thankfully Captain Clarke set his course 
for home. The sea was rough—his wireless, 
compasses, chronometers, everything on the 
bridge and in the chartroom was smashed— 
but the engines were unharmed. A _ boat’s 
compass was all he had to steer by, and even 
that was not too good—so he steered while 
he could by the sun. 

‘Later that night he knew he was out of 
his course—then they ran into fog. They 
were rammed by a trawler, luckily only 
lightly. But that fog proved a blessing in 
disguise. Nature’s best black-out hid 
the showers of sparks that poured from the 
hole where the funnel had stood. At last 
Captain Clarke got his bearings from a patrol 
boat, and eventually brought his ship safe] 
to port. 

“That is only one of many stories of the 

luck of the men‘ of the merchant navy. 
Whey are not a fighting force—but they brave 
the fighting forces of the enemy with all the 
courage of men fully trained and equipped in 
arms.”

The Berlin Correspondent of Politikabzn, 
another Belgrade paper, writes that Monday’s 
German declaration that Bulgaria was not 
expected to join the Pact is not interpreted 
in Berlin as meaning that the plan to in- 
clude Bulgaria has been definitely aban- 
doned.

() UTSPOKEN criticism of British 
complacency, industrial methods 
and the Censorship, but whole- 
hearted praise for the ‘* cheerful. 
stubborn”’ British people, is made in 
a despatch from Drew Middleton, 
one of its London War Correspon- 
dents, which the Associated Press 
circulated in the United States yes- 
terday. 


THE DARKEST HOURS 


Middleton wrote that ‘‘ the British capacity 
for under-statement is working overtime, 
partly through patriotism and partly through 
propaganda. 

“This complacency, distortion and reluct- 
ance to admit the truth, even privately, is, 
perhaps, as dangerous to the British cause as 
the nightly bombings, and reminiscent of the 
conduct of the French censorship before the 
fall of France,” Middleton observed. 

Middleton gave reasons for asserting that 
these are the darkest hours for Britain since 
von Brauchitsch’s Panzer Divisions stood on 
the Channel coast last May. 


MASTERY OF THE AIR 


‘There is probably no answer to night 
bombings outside of mastery of the air, and 
for this Britain must frankly look to 
America, German night raiders have dropped 
tens of thousands of tons of bombs from 
thousands of ‘planes, yet one is asxed to 
believe that no military damage was done. 

“Were the bombers that hit Buckingham 
Palace unable to hit the sprawling factories 
of the Midlands ?”' : 

“ Britannia still rules the waves, but needs 
more American help to do it. Much of the 
recent staggering shipping losses can be 
traced to deficiencies in escort vessels. Unless 
Britain can get more United States destroyers 
shipping losses are likely to continue on a 
high level. 


FINANCIAL HELP 


“The Army is as good as the best—if pro- 
perly equipped. In fighting spirit and leader- 
ship I can testify it is able to stand up to the 
Germans. The offensive was first said to be 
expected in 1941, now Government leaders 
talk of 1943 or 1944. 

“ Britain has réached the point where she 
must soon need financial help from America. 
British industry, which started the war on 
an eight hour day, is still not expanded to 
the totalitarian level. There are still 
thousands of unemployed, and unemployment 
is even increasing. The railways still charge 
Service men for transport, which is like hav- 
ing a toll bridge in a communication trench. 


FACING THE TRUTH 

“ Finally, the people of London are cheer- 
ful, stubborn and tired. Shelter conditions 
are still abominable, a menace to health more 
dangerous potentially than Nazi bombs. The 
people, far more ready to face the truth than 
the newspapers and the B.B.C., grow sarcas- 
tic about headlines and communiqués that tell 
of ‘slight damage,” when they can see the 
wreckage with their own eyes, grow bitter 
when they read “casualties were few,’’ when 
their family has been destroyed. ’*

ei HE tentative lines of an American 
‘battle for Britain . were 
drawn among Washington statesmen 
and in the national Press on the heels 
of Lord Lothian’s remark on Satur- 
day, that Britain needed, an 
wanted, wider aid from the United 
States. 
A conference has been arranged 
between Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary 
of State, and the new Chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Mr. Walter F. George, and 
observers speculate whether they will 
iscuss plans for Congressional action 
to broaden financial and material aid 
for Britain. 


BRITISH HOLDINGS IN U.S. 


Mr. George remained silent on his attitude 
towards Senator King’s proposal to repeal 
the restrictions on granting Britain credits 
for the purchase of war materials, At the 
same time, Senator Gerald Nye (Progressive 
Republican) pressed for a hearing on Wednes- 
day on his resolution to inquire into the 
extent of British financial holdings in the 
United States. 
England has enough resources to finance pur- 
chases for one and, perhaps, two more years. 
The extent and strength of the opposition 
to the campaign to grant more assistance to 
Britain was indicated in Mr. Nye’s state- 
ment to the Press:—‘‘ We ought to have 
the whole picture of the financial holdings 
in this country, Weshould know now that, what- 
ever we do in this matter, we are going to’ 
hold the bag, and until the British have 
exhausted their available credits here, we 
ought not to give them the slightest 
encouragement to seek loans.” Ohio’s Senator 
Taft suggested that the United States make 
loans to Canada. 


‘“ SETTING THE STAGE” 


It was believed in some high quarters in 
the capital that the British Ambassador's 
statement was designed principally to “set 
the stage” against the time in the future 
when more credit is of vital importance to 
the British Commonwealth. Some Washington 
officials thought that the question of credits 
for Britain would be referred eventually to 
Congress, where sanction could not be expected 
without long debate. This was thought to be 
one reason why Britain’s plea was being made 
so soon. 

After an hour’s conference with Mr. Cordell 
Hull, American Secretary of State, Mr. 
George said that he intended to work in 
close harmony with Mr. Hull. The question 
of financial aid to Britain was not discussed, 
he said, describing the conference as a 
general discussion of foreign policy. After 
seeing Mr. Hull, Mr, George went to the 
White House for a conference with President 
Roosevelt. 


THE JOHNSON ACT 


When Senator George left the White House 
after his conference with President Roosevelt 
he declared ‘that he was in ‘‘ general agree- 
ment” with the President and with Mr. 
Cordell Hull on their foreign policy. Senator 
George said that his Committee was meeting 
to-day to consider Senator King’s resolution 
to modify the Johnson Act—which prevents 
Britain obtaining credits in the United 
States—and Senator Nye’s proposal to in- 
vestigate British resources in the United 
States. 

Immediate legislative action designed to 
give financial assistance to Britain was de- 
scribed by Senator George as ‘‘ impractical 
and somewhat premature.’’ Senator George 
made his statement in his first public com- 
ment since he was chosen as head of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, and immedi- 
ately after he had visited Mr. Cordell Hull 
and Mr. Roosevelt.

During the twenty 
years he knew Lord Craigavon he never 
new him to say anything unkind about 
anyone. He never bore anv malice. His 
hospitality and kindliness were proverbial 
during that long friendship. 

_ He observed that all children took an 
immediate liking to Lord Craigavon, which 
quickly developed into adoration and a keen 
desire to be always in his company. That 
in itself proved that Lord Craigavon had an

children with a feeling of trust and confidence. 

The British Empire which he Joved so well 
had lost a great statesman, and he him- 
self had lost a wonderful friend. He was 
sure the House would join in expressing their 
deepest sympathy with Lady Craigavon and 
her family.

NEW PREMIER’S 
APPRECIATION 


On the motion for the adjournment of the 
House, the new Prime Minister (Right Hon. 
J..M. Andrews) said that the Speaker had 
already paid a fitting, eloquent and touching 
tribute to the memory of one who was beloved 
by them all. From that assembly the com- 
manding and revered figure of Lord Craigavon 
had departed, and with his passing a powerful 
and inspiring force had been withdrawn. 

Lord Craigavon, he proceeded, was a great 
Ulsterman, a great Irishman, a great 
imperialist. His love of country was innate, 
sincere and strong. It was the key to his 
whole career as soldier and _ statesman, 
Parliamentarian and Premier. In him Ulster 
saw an epitome of itself. He was the symbol 
and embodiment of its ideals. 

When Lord Craigavon became the head of 
the Government of Northern Ireland nearly 
twenty years ago, he was confronted with 
difficulties that would have daunted the 
hearts of lesser men. He grappled fearlessly 
with a troubled and complex situation, and 
overcoming formidable obstacles, he led Ulster 
along the path of ordered Government and 


peaceful progress. 
UNSWERVING FIDELITY 


Those of us whose privilege it was to serve 
under his leadership know how unswerving 
was his fidelity, how valiant his spirit, how 
far-seeing his vision. I counted it an honour, 
as one of his lieutenants, to be associated 
with him in bringing Ulster through those 
vears of turmoil and peril, and in building 
the structure of the State on firm and last- 
ing foundations. : 

‘his is a moment when political differences 
may be forgotten and controversy stilled. We 
in this House, to whatever school of thought 
we may belong, unite in paying our respect 
and homage to a man whose life was devoted 
with singleness of purpose to the service of 
the State. By instinct and training he was 
a democrat. Repeatedly he declared himself a 
firm believer in a free Parliament and a free 
Press. He was not insensitive to criticism. 
He knew the sting of pain that a harsh and 
unfair word could inflict. Yet he was big 
enough to receive such occasional wounds 
without complaining and without bitterness. 
He bore no malice, and never allowed poll- 
tical antagonisms to quench personal friend- 
ships. 


MEETING THE STORM 


At no time during his bgg and distin- 
guished career did Lord Craigavon reveal his 
greatness more clearly than in the last two 
years of his life. When the storm-clouds were 
gathering over Europe, and war was drawing 
near, he boldly assured the Imperial Govern- 
ment of Ulster’s support, whatever might lre- 
tide. In doing this he rightly interpreted the 
mind of the Ulster people. So, too, did hoth 
Houses of our Parliament. At length the 
storm broke. 

The conflict came, and Lord Craigavon was 
ready to meet it. During nearly fifteen months 
of war he devoted all his energies to the 
task of making Ulster’s manifold contribution 
to the war effort increasingly powerful and 
effective. His confidence in the triumph of 
our cause was firm and unshakable. He has 
not lived to see the day of victory, but he 
has left us a lofty example of faith and re- 
solute purpose. ee 

Less than a month ago, speaking in this 
House, Lord Craigavon used these words: 
“Northern Ireland, please God, under the 
old flag and under the King and Constitution, 
will carry on.” Those words ring ‘n our 
ears to-day, and 1 would make them iy own. 
Northern Ireland will carry on within the 
British Empire. Ulster will play its part 
in the post-war world, and will find its 
inspiration in the life and work of him whose 
loss we mourn to-day.

‘Mr. John Beattie (Labour) said that he 
has been at daggers drawn with Lord Craig- 
avon many times across the table, but the 
Prime Minister never harboured resentment, 
and always met him in a homely and fatherly 
way outside of the House. The Government 
had lost a stalwart, a man who knew how 
to lead and how to marshal his forces. He 
was a born leader, and his whole objective 
in life was to keep Northern Ireland asso- 
ciated with the Empire. The work he carried 
on so successfully had now been handed over 
to his colleague, the Minister of Finance. 
No better Lieutenant could have been found, 
and he wished him success in office. 


AN IRISHMAN 


Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C: (Nationalist), 
said that the House would not be the same 
again. Six years ago the late Premier, an 
Ulster Unionist, paid tribute to the late Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, an Ulster Nationalist. 
Whether Lord Craigavon was — or wrong 
in his policy and measures, boots us not 
to inquire now, said Mr. Campbell. He was 
almost the last of the foremost protegdenets 
in a memorable and historic conflict, waged 
over many long years, with far-reaching re- 
sults.

Owing 
to the limited capacity of the church, 
admission will be by ticket only, but tickets 
will be issued to the representatives of the 
various public bodies and organisations in 
Northern Ireland. In this Service the 
Moderator of the General Assembly (Right 
Rev. Dr. J. B. Woodburn, M.A.), the Bishop 
of Down (Right Rev. Dr. Sa CORA the 
President of the Methodist Church in Ireland 
(the Rev. H. M. Watson, M.A.), and the 
Rev. Robert Hyndman, Minister of Belmont 
Presbyterian Church, will take part. 

After the Service the cortége will go by 
Massey avenue to the burial ground in the 
Stormont Estate, and the Service at the grave- 
side will be conducted by the Very Rev. Dr. 
Moody, a former Moderator of the General 
Assembly, and Canon Louis Crooks. 

The remains will be carried to the burial 
ground on a gun carriage.

‘The fund had well exceeded £6,000, taking 
into consideration the amount collected by the 
Irish Times, stated the Rev. J. Plunkeit, 
A.D.M., St.. Mary's, who presided at a meet- 
ing of the Athlone Fire Relief Committee to- 
night. He added that last week-end money 
was distributed by the Red Cross. 
Mr. Hewitt, Secretary, said that forty-five 
girls had gone to work in the combing de- 
partment of the mill which was not damaged 
and about thirty men were also employed 
clearing up débris, etc. They could not 
count on that continuing.

MANUFACTURE OF PEAT FUEL 


At a scientific meeting of the Royal 
Dublin Society yesterday afternoon, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel K. E. Edgeworth, D.8.0., 
M.C., M.I.E.E., read a paper on the manu- 
facture of peat fuel. He described an in- 
vestigation relating to the manufacture of 
machine peat. A sample of raw peat which 
had been passed through the macerator used 
for the experiment contained about 92 per 
cent, moisture. Portion of the sample had 
been dried without heat and other portions 
had been partially dried before being macer- 
ated and formed into blocks, and finally dried. 
It was found that the final density of the 
dried peat depended upon the moisture con- 
tent of the raw at the time the blocks 
were formed. Blocks formed when the peat 
contains 80 per cent. moisture are approxim- 
ately twice as dense as and much harder than 
blocks formed when the moisture content is 
92 per cent., as it was in the original 
material. If the moisture content is further 
reduced, however the peat loses its power of 
cohesion, and leaves the macerator in the 
form of powder. 

The paper suggested that these results 
might be utilised as the basis of an improved 
process for the manufacture of peat fuel, 
which would yield a fuel of twice the density 
of the present machine peat. 

Mr, Arthur E. J. Went, Department of 
Agriculture, Fisheries Branch, speaking on 
the development of the salmon fishery of 
Ballisodare River, said that this fishery was

HEAVY ATTACK ON KIEL

Kiel, Hamburg and Heligoland and Wil- 
helmshaven were raided by the Royal Air 
Force on Monday night. A British Air 
Ministry News Service description states that 
& very large fire was started west of Kiel. 
Intense darkness and persistent cloud, occa- 
ba as low as a thousand feet from the 
ground, hampered the work oí the heavy 
bombers. 

At. Kiel the principal objectives were the 
shipyards, and at Wilhelmshaven various 
naval works and dockyards. The raids began 
before 7 p.m., and all the aircraft of the 
first force to arrive at Kiel spent an average 
of half-an-hour cruising over the locks and 
floating docks, which were their objective, 
before cropping their bombs. Through a gap 
in the cloud the pilot of one aircraft bombed 
a group of dockside buildings by the water's 
edge a short distance from the original 
target. 

Other bombers were over about an hour 
later. Clouds still made observation diffi- 
cult, but pilots were able to report six 
explosions, followed by fires. Later still 
another pilot saw a very large fire to the 
west of Kiel Bay, north of, Kiel. He 
dropped his own bombs into the fire, and 
saw a fresh glow light up the clouds: A 
gas works at Kiel was also attacked. 

Some pilots sought other targets. One 
of these described how he saw his bombs 
burst on the docks at Hamburg and watched 
the red glow caused by his incendiaries. 
This attack was immediately answered by a 
heavy barrage of anti-aircraft fire. 

Heligoland was also raided, and three 
bursts were seen there. At Wilemsoord, 
near the Dutch port of Den Helder, explo- 
sions were seen in the dock area.

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LORD ROTHERMERE 


Lord Rothermere, the noted newspaper pro- 
prietor and politician, died in Bermuda yes- 
terday, aged seventy-two. News of his death 
was received last night in London. In May 
last Lord Rothermere went to America on a 
special mission, at the request of Lord 

eaverbrook. His health, however, began to 
fail. He received treatment in a New York 
clinic, and went afterwards to recuperate in 
Bermuda, where he had a relapse. 

Harold Sidney Harmsworth, first Baron and 
first Viscount Rothermere, son of the late 
Alfred Harmsworth, of Chapelizod, County 
Dublin, was the younger brother of Alfred 
Harmsworth (afterwards Lord Northcliffe), 
whom he joined in founding the Daily Mail. 
The successful organisation of such news- 
papers and _ periodical undertakings as 
Answers, the Daily Mail, the Daily Mirror, 
the Sunday Pictorial and the Evening News 
was largely due to Lord Rothermere’s genius 
for finance. He helped to build up the great 
publishing concern known as the Amalga- 
mated Press. Lord Rothermere once summed 
his creed up in the words: “Il am an anti- 
Socialist. I am not a Liberal. Í am not a Con- 
servative.’’ In the course of his career he 
was '' anti' many things—anti-waste, anti- 
squandermania, anti-Moscow, anti-Gandhi, 
anti-Czech, anti-free trade, anti-Baldwin. 
Always, however, he was anti-Socialist. A 
former friend of Herr Hitler and Signor Mus- 
solini, he had supported Sir Oswald Mosley 
and his British Fascists, a support which he 
withdrew in recent years. 

Lord Rothermere received his Viscounty in 
recognition of his services in the Great War, 
when he was successively Director-General of 
the Royal! Army Clothing Department and 
President of the Air Counci) (the first British 
Air Minister). After the war he conducted 
many newspaper campaigns, one of which 
was designed to get a revision of the Peace 
Treaty in favour of Hungary. It was said that 
at one time he had heen offered the Crown 
of Hungary. Lord Rothermere’s personal 
generosity and interest enabled Britain to 
have the forerunner of the Blenheim bomber. 
In July of 1939 Lord Rothermere made a 
gift of £50,000 as a contribution towards the 
cost of British rearmament.

HE official result of the Inter-Club

Big fields were out for the two meets of the 
Duliailows during the past week.  ‘Lhough foxes 
were plentiful, we had a disappointing day on 

‘ednesday, The fox found in Kegan’s Kock went 
out in a small circle, but on his way back to 
covert was pulled down, The fox in Knockinard 
broke towards Ballyellis, but came back, and, after 
a lot of covert hunting, stuck his mask out and 
went back in again, and eventually was left. 
From Knockbarry a fox was viewed away, and, 
having gone away along the top of Ballybeg Glen, 
eventually got iu, having tried several other earths 
in the rocks vpposite Kilcloosha. The Cobbs also 
held, salt thig time Reynard found a hole in a 
quarry about half a mile from the covert. 

On Saturday, from Churchtown, it seemed as 
though we were going to have a day similar to 
Wednesday, but a great hunt from Kilinane saved 
the day. A fox found in Crofts, at Churchtown, 
gave us a smal! burst, and was left. Another one 
found in Roches Gorse succeeded in getting in at 
Egmont. Hounds chopped their fox ut Altamira, 
From Ardagh a fox was viewed away almost 
immediately, and, going towards Altamira Louse, 
swung left over the road and got in on a fence one 
field from the covert. Rockspring did not hold, 
but there was a cheering note and a quick holloa 
away from Kilinane. Going away over the Johns 
Bridge road hounds ran fast over the nice line of 
country to Garrygort, where our pilot failed to find 
refuge and ran on. 


NORTH KILKENNY HUNT

At Lisdowney on Friday, 15th inst., the wood 
was first drawn. A fox broke at the top almost 


‘at once as if for Baliyring, but, circling to the 


left, he made buck for the wood, running through 
Skinstown Dingle. Hounds pursuing him now with 
a wonderful cry, he was forced out at the top 
again. This time, however he did turn, 
led us on through wood and over the 
Knockmannon road into Aharney. The pack were 
now sos across these big fields, and they ran on 
to the Ballock hill, crossing the road near Archers- 
town House. Here the fox was viewed only a 
short distance in front of hounds but the amount 
of gorse in this big Queen’s County covert helped 
him. -This was the first check, but it did not last 
long, for the pe kept their fox well on tho 
move, and hun him beautifully along the hill 
until, just short of Tinwear, he recrossed the 
Durrow road at the back of Ballyconra demesne, 
where he succeeded in evading the pack. The 
ot of this good run was just over four miles, 
going perfect. and the time 50 minutes. 
Acragar was next drawn, and a fox found, which 
was killed after a short hunt. 


THE SCARTEEN HUNT

On Tuesday, November 19th, we met at Ballina- 
mona. Though there were several signs of foxes 
in covert, it was not until we got to the bog at 
the back that hounds found, running almost to 
Carrigeen Rock short of which they turned left 
handed, and ran almost to the Herbertstown- 
Ballybrood road. Being evidently headed here, 
our. fox turned back and ran under Iferbertstown 
and over the Kilteely road. Hounds, running very 
fast, marked their fox to ground on Mr. Barry's 
land. This was a good hunt, ahont seven miles, 
all over a lovely country. Going on to Kilteely, 
hounds found at once, and with little delay pushed 
their fox out at the back of the village and over 
the Kilteely-Wonderhi'] road, down by Cool House, 
and on towards Scragg. Before reaching it, how- 
ever, our fox turned sharp right handed, and, 
leaving Ballyvista Creamery on the right. ran on 
to the Dun-Cummin road, where scent failed. 

On Friday we met at Caherline Cross, where 
only a small field turned up. Finding + fox in the 
bog, he ran round Garryduff and almost to Caher- 
conlish, But turning sharp back, he ran through 
Boscal Bog and got to ground. Next draw was 
Knockeyon, where honnds ‘found at once, and, 
breaking at the Ballybrood end, ran up to the 
top of Bosca! Hill. Being headed here, our fox 
turned sharp back, and, running a wide circle, 
got to ground in Knockeyon covert.

Charteris. Wounds quickly had a fox afoot on the 
Black Rock, and went away very fast to the Home 
Farm.

Crossing this. they hunted 
over Raheen, and were stopped in Scaragh Wood 
when pointing for the top of the Galtee Mountains. 
This was a fast hunt of thirty minutes over good 
country, which, I am told, has not heard the cry 
of bounds since the days of the Cahir Harriers. 
There was another fox in Cahir Park, but he 
escaped swimming the Suir, and the pack was 
taken to Marthill. After breaking towards Bally- 
hicky, they swunr right-handed across Grange 
and Knecklofty before running out of scent, after 
another grand gallop over perfect country.

ACCIDENT

CASE REMITTED TO CIRCUIT 
COURT 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
”. MURNAGHAN AND MR, JUSTICE.” 
MEREDITH.) 


The Supreme Court remitted to the Circuit 
Court, an Med oí Cormac Young, South 
Circular road, Dublin, from an order of the 
latter Court, adjourning generally his applica- 
tion for compensation under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, for injuries received while 
employed as an electrician by Roche and 
McConnell, Ltd., electrical” contractors, 
Fownes street, Dublin. i 

It was stated that when Mr. Young was 
repairing an electric lift on the premises of 
P. Kavanagh and Sons, Coombe, Dublin, on 
February 5, 1937, the cable broke, and the 
elecime motor of the lift fell on him. The 
nature of his physical disability as the result 
of tli accident was that he could not bead 
his knee to a greater degree than a night 
angle. The ‘effect of that disability on his 
capacity for work as an electrician was 
definite, but limited. 

Mr. Young had put his name down for 
work on the ks of his union, but his union 
had not sent his name forward to any 
employer inquiring for a man, the reason 
given being that he would not be allowed 
to take any job except at the full rate of 
wages, and that, on account of his disability 
the union would not send his name forward 
so long as there were fully capable undisabled 
men avaiiable. 

The Circuit Judge found that Mr. Young 
was partially incapacitated as a result of the 
accident, and he summarised the reasons why 
Mr. Young could not get employment as an 
electrician, as being his physical condition, 
slackness of work, and a regulation, or the 
attitude, of his trade union, which would not 
allow him to be employed except at the full 
rate of wages. The position, therefore, was, 
said the Circuit Judge, that while he was 
satisfied that Mr. Young was partially 

incapacitated, and prima facie entitled to be 
compensated, he had absolutely no evidence 
upon which he could base an award. 

In the present case he had fo decide 
whether Mr. Young’s failure to obtain 
employment was due to his injury, or to 
some other cause. i 

He was fa: from satisfied ¢hat Mr. Young 
had brought himself within the provisions of 
Section 24 (iii.) of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act, 1934: ‘‘ That, having regard to 
all the circumstances, but for the continuing 
effect of his injury, it is probable that he 
would be able to obtain work in the same 
grade, in the same class of employment 
as before the accident.”’ 

It was submitted on behalf of Mr. Young 
that there was evidence on which the amount 
of compensation payable to him could have 
been determined. | : 

During the argumenta two House of Lords 
cases—Barstow's case and Addie v. McCracken 
were referred to, but had not, been cited to 
the Circuit Court Judge. : 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, ob- 
served that it had been argued on behalf 
of Mr. Young that-if the Circuit Judge had 
approached 2% consideration of Section 24 
in the light of Barstow’s case and the case 
of Addie v. McCracken, he would have come 
to a different conclusion. He did not think

who is accused of the murder of Hannah 
Margaret Doherty (30), Middleton, Ardmalin, 
a neighbour, was begun yesterday. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., prosecutin 
counsel, said that the girl was “-il 
brutally on a lonely hillside at Malin Head 
on April 19. From the place she was first 
struck down she was carried about 150 yards, 
and left dying on the hillside. She was forty 
days pregnant at the time, and that fact, the 
prosecution alleged, was not unassociated with 
the charge of murder.: The accused man, a 
farmer, lived with his wife and mother, less 
than two miles from Hannah Doherty’s house. 


ON FRIENDLY TERMS 


The evidence would show, said Mr. 
McCarthy, that the deceased girl and the 
accused man were on terms of intimacy and 
association. They were in the habit of visit- 
ing the house of Mrs. Sarah Logue, a widow. 
On April 7th last Daniel Doherty went to 
Carndonagh, and told Dr. McLoughlin he 
wanted a bottle for a girl cousin, who had got 
into trouble with a soldier. The doctor 
refused, treating the request as a demand for 
an abortifacient. Doherty left the doctor 
more or less displeased. On April 15 the girl 
went to visit a doctor at Carndonagh. There 
the accused man met Hannah Doherty in 
company with another girl named Ellen 
McKinley. He passed on, only saying 
“ Hello,” but Hannah, handing over her 
arcels to Ellen McKinley, followed him 
own the street. That day they all came 
home by 'bus, but the accused man did not 
sit with Hannah Doherty. That day Hannah 
had come to Carndonagh to see Dr. Friel. 
Four days later, on April 19th, Daniel 
Doherty and Hannah were at Mass together. 
When they left the girl got on her bicycle and 
followed after Doherty. During the day 
Daniel cg 4 complained of not feelin 
well, and in the evening got a boy nam 
Patrick Douglas to get him a naggin of rum. 
About 9 o'clock that night, April 19th, 
Hannah Doherty left her house for the last 


time.

“KIND OF SCARED” 


Katherine McLaughlin, a neighbour, saw 
Daniel Doherty that night in his own 
house, and said that he seemed “ kind 
of - scared,” He followed her out 
of the house, and his wife asked him where 
he was going. He replied, ‘‘ Nowhere.” 
Owing to Doherty appearance, Miss 
McLaughlin ran all the way home, Hannah, 
said counsel, was then dead, or in the throes 
of death. " 

Miss McLaughlin came to Daniel Doherty's 
house the following day and told them that 
Hannah Doherty had been found murdered. 
The accused man said, ‘‘ Who was it?” 

On a subsequent occasion the prisoner asked 
her what was the superintendent talking to 
her about. The Guards. took ession of 
blood-stained clothes in the prisoner’s home 
and also the remains of a burned coat, Asked 
for an explanation of the charred clothes, 
Doherty could not give one. Search parties 
found Hannah Doherty’s body about 5 p.m. 
on April 20 in the furze within 260 yards of 
her home. Blood-marks showed she had .been 
carried a distance of 150 yards. 

Thomas Doherty, Hannah’s father, said, in 
evidence, that on Friday night, April 10th, 
when his daughter had not returned, he got 
out of bed and for the greater part of the 
night carried out a search for her. He and 
some neighbours went down by the seashore, 
but they did not find her up till dawn. 
Between. 2 and 3 p.m. on the 20th he was 
searching again, and, when returning down 
the hill alone, he found the body of Hannah. 
After waiting some minutes beside the body, 
he went down the hill and asked a man 
named McGinley to get some women to break 
the news before he got home. 

Mrs. Annie Doherty, mother of Hannah, 
said that when her daughter had not come 
home on the night of April 19th she got 
scared, Her husband went out to look for 
Hannah. |

MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 
AT BALBRIGGAN

pe BALBRIGGAN, Tuesday. 

William Murphy, Kilsallaghan, Co. Dublin, 
was at Balbriggan District ‘Court yesterday 
charged with the manslaughter of James 
Savage at Commons West, Swords, on July 
21st, 1940, by striking him with a motor car, 
He was also charged with dangerous driving, 
being drunk in charge and failing to stop.

He then saw the defendant, 
who denied he was in an accident, but later 
said that he was going home when he struck 
a man on a bicycle, and when he turned back 
he did not see anyone. Defendant seemed 
the worse of drink. 

Patrick Horey; Saucerstown, swore a car 
passed him and then he saw a cyclist comin 
towards him. Immediately the car passe 
him it seemed to go towards the right-hand 
side of the road, and just as it was about 
passing the man witness heard a crash. He 
saw the figure of a man being throwr in 
towards the hedge on the right-hand ‘side of 
the road, 

Dr. R. J. May, Swords, swore that when he 
examined the body life was extinct. When 
he examined the defendant at the barracks 
he was not prepared to state he had any 
drink on him. If he was drunk about 10.30 
or 11 o’clock he would then be drowsy, but 
when he examined him ‘he was alert and 
friendly,

The Rev. J. M. Hayes said he had per- 
sonally seen cattle bludgeoned and bleeding 
in the streets while being driven to the rail- 
way station. It was up to the Smith-Barry 
estate, who collected the tolls, to put the 
green in a proper condition. If the Smit! 
Barry estate intended to remain an incubus 
on the town, it was up to the town to set 
about removing the incubus. 

Mr. Arthur Barlow and Mr. Denis Donovan 
said that the real cause of the injury to 
cattle was the inadequate loading accommo- 
dation at the railway station, Mr.-O’Dwyer 
dissented from that view. 

It was agreed that only certain classes ol 
cattle should be allowed on the street, that 
the green be lighted by the Council and tiv 
owners asked to bear the cost, and that the 
railway company be asked to provide mure 
loading facilities.
